BOYS IN BLUE. 
INDIANAPOLIS ABLAZE. 
THE VETERAN THRONG. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
InDIANArOLis, Ind., Sept. 20.— All night the 
veterans passed into the city to attend the 
reunion of Boysin Biue. This morning salutes 
of artillery roused the drowsy town to welcome 
the reinforcements that game by the thousand 
onevery one of the morning trains. Other 
thousands were reported enroute from all 
quarters of the Union, and over the great net- 
work of railroads centering here are advancing 
upon Indiana’s Capital simultaneously from all 
directions the survivors of the army of the 
Union. All day they have been marching 
in almost solid phalanx from the great 
Union Depot to the quarters assigned 
them. The streets echo with their tramp, the 
firm, free, swinging tread they learned in the 
march through Georgia, in the Virginia cam- 
paigns, ‘and onthe long marches under Grant, 
and Thomas, and Sheridan, and Hooker. The 
very air pulsates with the throb of their drum- 
beating. At the bead of their columns they 

bear the old, and ragged, and 

BULLET-RIDDLED BATTLE-FLAGS, 
and as they pass they are greeted with cheer 
after cheer by the multitude that lines the 


streets. There are more empty sleeves 
in town than were ever seen before, 
and to-day enough cork legs are worn 


on the streets here to stock an awful surgeon’s 
arsenal. And there are stained and worn uni- 
forms that the wearers would not exchange for 
the finest toggery ever put together by tailor or 
seamstress. The old battle-flags, and the mar- 
tial array, and the empty sleeves, and the en- 
thusiasm with which they are greeted recall the 
days when these men, bronzed and footsore, 
and with thinned ranks, 

RETURNED FROM THE FIELD VICTORIOUS, 
and when that is recalled the enthusiasm is re- 
doubled. 

And still they come, these Boyr in Blue. 
They invest the city; they compass it about; 
they have established their camps and pitched 
their tents in its very midst. Indianapolis has 
gladly surrendered to them, and they possess 
the town. 

The morning was showery, and for a time the 
prospect was such that the necessity of holding 
the Convention in-doors was seriously discussed, 
but there was no hall in the city that could have 
held more than asmall portion of them. and 
finally it was concluded to risk the chances of 
wetting, and hold the Convention, according to 
the original programme, 

IN CIRCLE PARK. 

Accordingly, at half-past 2 o’clock, Gen. Ben 
Spooner, commander of the Boys in Blue of In- 
diana, called to order the vast throng of veterans 
who filled the park. On the stand were Gens. 
Burnside, Hartranft, Negley, Garfield, Logan, 
Hurlbut, J. C. Robinson, of New York, Spooner, 
Ben Harrison, and other well-known officers, 
who were greeted with tumultuous cheers as 
they were recognized by their Old comrades-in- 
arms. Then the long roli was sounded by Hen- 
dershot, the Drummer-boy of the Rappahan- 
nock. The effect was electrical. On all sides, 
almost as far as the eye could reach in 
that throng, men involuntarily straightened 
themselves as if to fall into line, and their 
eyes brightened as they exchanged meaning 
glances, and at the last tap they cheered, as 
they could have cheered no speech, the stirring 
eloquence of the drum; but 

THAT RECALLED JHE CAMP AND FIELD. 
There was only a sprinkling of uniforms in 
the crowd, but it needed only that sounding of 
the long-roll to enable one at a glance to recog- 
nize that he was in the midst of anarmy of 
veterans. Why were they here? The full press 
report of the speeches and proceedings 
furnishes but a Fague answer to that 
query. The spirit and purpose that 
animated them as one man was only to be 
gathered from themselves. It began to be 
manifest when Senator Morton, in his address 
of welcome, on behalf of Indiana, referring to 
the criticism that bygones should be bygones, 
and that this Centennial year should be a year 
of forgiveness, said “ For us to forgive is one 
thing. For us to put those who carried on the 
Rebellion in charge of the Government is an- 
other.” The response that this brought from 
the vast assemblage was a mighty, unmistakable 
assent to the very utmost Morton’s words im- 


GEN. GARFIELD, 
in behalf of the soldiers, responded to the wel- 
coming address, and in the course of his re- 


marks said: 
We fought to make citizenship universal. We

These veterans of the Union who heard bim 
cannot comprehend how all the results of the 
War are to be maintained by putting the Gov- 
ernment into the hands of those who fought to 
destroy the Union, who resisted the constitu- 
tional amendments,and from whom those results, 
one and all were wrested at the muzzle of the 
bayonet. They, betterthan anybody else, ap- 
preciate the tone and temper of the ex-Confed- 
erates.

That this party will defend and preserve the 
full fruits of the dearly-bought victory of the 
Union over the solid South is what not one of 
them could be persuaded to believe.

AT NIGHT. 

To-night there is a greater crowd, and, 4 — 
sible, greater enthusiasm. Immense out-door 
meetings are being held in front of the leadin 
hotels. The central portion of the city general- 
ly is illuminated. Military bands» de the 
streets, awakening memories of ti war-times, 
and the very air is filled with the old war spirit. 
It has got beyond partisanship. In fact, it is 
not partisanship, but Unionism, the Unionism of 
the times when there were in the 
country but two classes, those who were 
for the country and those who were 

ainst it. So it is that these veterans 
of many hard-fought campaigns enter upon 
the campaign opened against the party of the 
solid South, and they go at it with all the 
fervid enthusiasm with which they entered in 
defense of the Union. 

TO-DAY. 

To-morrow will be the field day. Crowded as 
the city is to-night, not half who are coming 
have yet arrived. The formal business was 
disposed of merely to-day. The grand demon- 
stration is reserved for to-morrow. It will be 
the grandest and most impressiye of the year.

To-morrow morning a parade and re- 
view is to be had, while extensive preparations 
are being made for a monster to ht pro- 
cession to-morrow night.

GEN. GARFIELD’S SPEECH. 
REPLY TO THE ADDRESS OF WELCOMB. 
At the conclusion of Gov. Morton’s speech, 
Gen. Garfield addressed the assemblage as fol- 
lows: 


Comrapges: You have heard the welcome ex- 
tended to you by the late Governor of Indiana. It 
was fitting that he should welcome yon, who com- 
missioned and sent so many of you out to the fleld 
in the days of our great War.

Brunel and His Singular Accident.

We print this morning an interesting and 
significant leaf from the War record of the 
Democratic party in Illinois, copied out of 
the journal of the House of Representa- 
tives. In February, 1863, the Democrats, 
having a strong working majority in the 
House, adopted a preamble and resolutions 
declaring the War a failure and calling for 
an armistice anda National Convention of 
all the States to adjust the difficulties be- 
tween the North and South, the withdrawal 
of President Lrxcoty’s emancipation procla- 
mation being demanded as a condition precey 
dent to the proposed Peace Convention. 
There fire-in-the-rear resolutions were passed 
by the Copperhead majority in the House at 
one of the gloomiest periods in the struggle 
for the preservation of the Union—at a time 
when such a declaration was calculated to 
afford valuable aid and comfort to the Con- 
federate cause. The Republican Senate, 
however, refused to receive or consider the 
resolutions, arid thereby the loyal people of 
Illinois were spared the mortification of be- 
ing made to appear as sympathizers with 
treason, rebellion, and slavery. This was 
Democracy in 1863, not alone in Illinois, but 
in New York and Indiana, where Samven J. 
Tom find Tomas A. HENDRICKS were no 
less busily engaged in the attempt to cripple 
the Union army and hinder and hamper 
the Federal Government in the prosecution 
of the War. They were all alike then, and 
they are all alike now—enemies to the 
highest good and truest prosperity of the 
nation. 


We have already commented upon the per- 
sonal character of Judge TRUNnnULL's Mon- 
day night arraignment of the Republican 
party and his exaltation of the Democratic 
party. The great burden of the speech was 
summed up by him as follows: 

I have endeavored to show you, fellow-citizens,» 
that the Republican party of to-day is not com- 
posed of the same material, nor are its purposes 
and aims the same as the Republican party of 10 or 
20 years ago; that it is not the inheritor of the 
grand old principles which gave the party its fame, 
nor of anything belonging to it save its name; that 
it has degenerated and become vena) and corrupt, 
and that there is no reason why any independent 
man should now support or oppose it simply be- 
cause it is called Republican. I have endeavored 
to show you that the Democratic party of to-day is 
not composed of the same material and does not 
have the same purposes and aims as the Demo- 


| cratic party of 15 or 20 years ago; that it has in- 


‘herited the name without any of the pro-slavery 
views which distinguished the party at that day, 
and that there is no reason why any independent 
man should support or oppose it, simply because it 
is called Democratic. 

Now, let us examine the truth of these 


showings. The Republican party is not 
now, of course, composed altogether of the 


| same men who organized it and officered it 


20 years. Many of its 
leaders and thouSends of its members have 
died; and others, like Mr. Trumsvuuu, from 
mortified vanity, have left it. It has in that 
20 years received large additions, not only 
from the old Whig party, but from the Dem- 
ocratic party, making it from 1860 down to 
the present time the great Union party. It 
has received additions from the thousands 
who, since 1860, have reached manhood, and 
from the other thousands who, since then, 

have migrated hither from their native lands, 
and have united with the great party uphoid- 
ing the cause of human freedom. To this 
extent the material of the party has 
changed. The objects and aims of the party 
have been to some extent accomplished. 

Slavery has been abolished, and with it has 
disappeared the policy of creating new slave 
States, and all the peculiar legislation per- 
taining to slavery has become obsolete. The 
War raged violently for four years, and 

armies were to be raised, navies provided, 

loans effected, bonds sold, and taxation col- 
lected ; only the residuum of all this is now a 
care of the Government. All these things have 
brought with them other Governmental cares 
unknown tothe party originally. But the great 
fundamental question which separated the 
Democratic and the Republican parties ex- 
ists to-day as irreconcilably as it ever existed 
in the days of the supremacy of slavery, and 
thet question is, Are the United States a na- 
tion, with all the attributes of national sov- 
ereignty, whose constituents are the Ameri- 
can people collectively and without any 
division either geographical or of color? or 
are the United States a mere partnership of 
States, each an independent sovereignty, 
which States, as the original repositories of 
sovereignty, have appointed a common agent 
known as the Government at Washington, 
which Government must act exclusively un- 
der written instructions, which instructions 
are issued by and are revocable by the sov- 
ereign States issuing them? The issue is 
defined by the opposing terms, ‘‘ National 
Union” or Oonfederacy of States.” Out 
of this radical difference grew the War,—the 
Democratic party representing the theory of

If he 
believes any such urdity it shows how 
poorly he has taken note of affairs. At no

16 ex-slaveholding States, and by the great 
body of Democrats in the North, in Congress 
and out of it. It is the doctrine of Ton 
and Hexpricss, of Szrmoun, Bararp, Eaton, 
and all others of any prominence in the 


party. 

On the great vital question whether the 
United States are a nation,—a question nec- 
essarily involving the whole powers and 
authority of the Government, and involving 
the question whether the American people 
have any nationality save such as pertains 
to citizenship of the State in which they re- 
side,—there kas been no change whatever, 
either in the Democratic or Republican par- 
ties. The difference is irreconcilable, and 
the supremacy of either party involves the 
supremacy of the principle it maintains. 
Does Mr. Trumsvti mean that there is no 
danger to the nation in the election of a 
party which denies that there is a nation, or 
that there is such a thing as a National 
Government ? 

Mr. Trumevui., extending his hands in 
benediction over the reformed Democratic 
party, declared that the Southern people 
have abandoned all their political heresies, 
have experienced a radical change of senti- 


| ment, and are no longer the people they were 


in old times. To attribute such a change to 
a people would be to claim for them a mirac- 
ulous conversion. It would be unnatural to 
expect of them to abandon convictions and 
sentiments which have been inherited through 
many generations. Their social econgmy 
has been revolutionized. Whole people can- 
not forget in a day the habits and associa- 
tions of a lifetime. The social system at the 
South was destinctive. There were but two 
classes: The wealthy proprietors, who 
were cultivated and educated, and the 
laboring class. The slaves were not 
counted as a part of the political 
family. They were property. The laboring 
whites were so degraded that the slaves, as a 
body, linking themselves as chattels to the 
superior class, looked down with centempt 
ig latter 
class was uneducated, and no more provision 
was made for their intellectual improvement 
than was made for that of the slaves. Lanon 
WAS ACOURSED; it was the badge of social 
degradation, and this is as true to-day in the 
South as it was when the planter numbered 
his slaves as he did his swine and his oxen. 
The slave is now free, and the Southern people 
have not and cannot adapt themselves to the 
traditional degradation of manual labor, nor 
to paying for labor which by inheritance it 
was their province to enforce by the lash. 
The freedman will not work without wages, 
and aims to an ownership of the land he 
labors. The Southern people absolutely re- 
fuse to part with the soil, to pay wages, or 
to recognize labor except as a personal 
degradation. The want no migration of 
white labor unless it come on the basis of 
hired labor to rank socially with the negroes. 
During the eleven years of peace these peo- 
ple have made no change in this respect, 
and, though poverty haunts them, they reso- 
lutely insist that the land of the South shall 
remain the exclusive inheritance of the pure 
blood which has nothing in common with 
toil. 

Nevertheless, there are four millions of 
free people whose lives are cast with these 
Southern Democrats. Their condition, in 
some aspects, is more distressing than when 
they were slaves. They constitute the ex- 
clusive labor of the South, yet are held to be 
on a level with the beasts, and are hardly 
treated with as muchconcern. The problem 
is how to make these men labor without 
wages, to labor as a task, and as an inferior 
and subordinate race, cheerfully submitting 
to terms which had existed for a century be- 
fore the War. Though an immense propor- 
tion of the Southern whites have become of 
age since the War, they have become so, 
filled with bitterness. They have inherited 
poverty and uncultivated fields, have inher- 
ited privation and want, where they would 
have been wealthy and absolute masters of 
soil and labor, and they regard themselves as 
reduced to slavery by the rude strength of 
the social mudsills of the North. These 
people are not in arms, but a century will 
not modify nor remove the sense of wrong 
and the spirit of revenge which these peo- 
ple and their descendants will cherish to- 
wards the North and the nation which has 
produced this condition. These are the peo- 
ple who, though in a minority, have never- 
theless 110 Representatives and 32 Senators 
in Congress, and who, under the rule of the 
Democratic party, will control the whole 
Government, that Mr. Trumsvuii regards as 
safer depositories of the national interests, 
and safer guardians of the Union, than the 
people of Illinois and Iowa, New England, 
Pennsylvania, and Ohio.

From the foregoing returns it will be seen 


that the Democrats have carried Indiana at 
the October election siz times, while the Re- 
publicans have carried it but four times. At 
the exciting Presidential struggle of 1868 the 
Republicans elected their candidate for Gov- 
ernor by the very narrow majority of 961 
votes. At the next State election they were 
beaten by 2,568 votes, and again at the State 
election of 1872 they were beaten after a 
most desperate struggle by 1,337 votes; and 
still later in 1874—being the last State 
election—they were defeated by 17,252 
votes. We presume it is true that most 
of the 16,233 votes cast for the Independent 
candidate were abstracted from the Repub- 
lican side; but, if everyone of them had 
been cast for the Republican ticket, it would 
still have been beaten by 1,000 votes. 

Since 1868 Indiana has been a Democratic 
State, and, if that party carries it on the 10th 
of October, they will merely hold their own; 
if they lose it, the Republicans will have 
gained a Democratic State. As the canvass 
now looks to us, Gen. Hmm will be 
elected Governor in spite of T's bar! 
of money. It is no longer a secret that T- 
DEN, in his desperation to reform things, 
is lavishing tens of thousands of dollars 
upon the contest in Indiana. If he loses 
both Ohio and Indiana in October, he well 
knows that his chances of election will be 
irretrievably ruined. He must carry one of 
them at least, or politically die. He 
hopes to win both by a profuse employment 
of reform arguments in the shape of 
greenbacks and bank-notes. For the pur- 
poses of this campaign TD is an expan- 
sionist of the most profuse kind, and it is 
said by those who profess to have closely 
watched his operations that Samay has 
already disbursed nearly as much money in 
the Hoosier State as the amount out of 
which he swindled the Government in his 
taxes. He may feel constrained to double 
the sum before election day; but we don't 
believe that the most corrupt and profligate 
employment of his ill-gotten treasure will 
save him from experiencing a crushing de- 
feat in Indiana. 


THE W HISK ISK Y SET EN NT NCES. 
Definite information has been received 


that the Attorney-General and the President 
have, upon the recommendation of Judge 
Banas, interposed the Executive power to 
the extent of reducing the sentences of all 
the distillers now in jail in this county to a 
uniform term of three months’ imprisonment 
and a fine of $1,000. We gave some time 
ago a history of the results of the indict- 
ments and convictions of all those engaged 
in the whisky frauds in this district. Of the 
fifty-one persons implicated in what was 
styled the ‘‘ first batch,” all have been dis- 
charged—full immunity, civil and criminal, 
has been extended to them. The second 
batch, except two, and including Mr. Hzs- 
ING, were induced to plead guilty upon two 
counts, under an assurance, they say, by the 
Government officers, and certainly under a 
belief on their part, that their punishment 
would be light, and would be uniform in im- 
prisonment and in fine. The sentences, 
however, were widely different, Mr. Hzsra’s 
imprisonment being extended to two years. 
These sentences have now been reduced to 
three months, and that term, deducting the 
allowance for good behavior, has now ex- 
pired. Upon the receipt, therefore, of the 
official papers and the payment of the fines 
these prisoners will be all discharged. 

Considering all the circumstances, and es- 
pecially the wholesale immunity granted to 
the large number of equally guilty persons 
incladed in the first batch, we think the 
Government has acted properly and justly. 
While one man’s crime is in no sense re- 
duced by the escape of his associate, never- 
theless, the release of fifty persons, including 
officials, and the severe punishment of ten 
not any more guilty, has the appearance of 
such a discrimination that it is calculated to 
create sympathy for those punished, and 
thus defeats one of the great ends of justice. 
The punishment already inflicted upon these 
persons has been personally ‘a severe one, 
and there are but few persons not influenced 
by interest or personal enmity who will not 
approve the action of the President. 

These proceedings in no wise affect the 
case of Reum.

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THE SOUTHERN CLAIMS CONSPIRACY. 

The War of 1861-5 is over. Slavery is 
over. Both were Democratic issues, and in 
both the Democracy was defeated with tre- 
mendous loss. They were the issues that 
kept the Democratic party together in the 
South before the War. What is to keep them 
together now? Thisisan important ques- 
tion, since the Democracy of the South is 
the real army, the "Northern Democrats but 
camp-followers who will help share the 
spoils if the South is victorious.

The Confederate State Government of 
Missouri have given timely notice what the 
North may expect, and the Commercial gives 
a detailed history of the scheme. The Con- 
federate argument in behalf of these claims 
was made in Missouri in 1874, and in the 
following terms : 

These Yankees have put in their claims, and had 
them paid by the millions, and hold Government 
bonds besides. We Confederates had to lose all 
that we put into Confederate bonds, and now are 
we to go without payment for a dollar's worth of 
our property destroyed? L us see a Democratic 
Congress thal willsay so. They have forced us to 
acknowledge that this ie our country; very well, 
then ite Government ie bound to pay all losses by 
ecizure or destruction of wvroperly to one man as 
well as to another. These Yankees have forced us 
to take their greenbacks and to pay interest on their 
bonds ; we will make them pay our losses and for 
our slaves, too, before we get through. Otherwise 
they may wipe out the whole d—d debt, and begin 
even, 

How was this precious scheme set on foot? 


It was stated at the outset that these claims 
amounted to $400,000, which the United 
States would not recognize either because

Every effort to strike out the possibility of 


claims beyond the $400,000, which was al- 
leged to be the amount involved, and every 
effort to shut off fraudulent claims were 
voted down and the bill passed. As soon as 
the Commission was appointed, agents were 
sent all over the State hunting up Rebel War 
claims, and monstrous frauds were perpe- 
trated in preparing them. The Commission 
passed upon hundreds of them. In many 
instances,” says the Commercial, ‘‘ how many 
can never be known, but hundreds are re- 
ported,—the claimants, by collusion with a 
notary and the agent, made up the papers 
without any amount stated, leaving that to 
be filled in by the agent, or even signed 
blank forms, the notary himself serving as 
one witness. It is utterly impossible to say 
how large a part of the claims allowed is 
fraudulent, for the Commissioners them- 
selves could not know even if they were 
thoroughly honest and scrupulous. Claim 
agents themselves assert that they know of 
very many that are fraudulent, either wholly 
or as to the amount allowed.” Efforts 
were made to keep the amount of claims 
passed upon a secret, but it came out that 
claims representing $2,475,000 were allowed 
from Sept. 1 to Sept. 30, 1874. It was at 
that time stated and has never been directly 
denied that the aggregate of these claims 
amounted to eight millions of dollars, twenty 
times the amount that was made the pretext 
of passing the bill! 

We commend this statement and these 
figures to the people of the North. This is 
but one State waiting for Tom and H- 
prices to be elected so that it can get its 
hands into the National Treasury. Being 
first in the field, it will have the first grab, 
and then the whole solid South will follow 
in a concerted raid upon loyal taxpayers, 
compelling them to pay for the slaves and 
the Rebel debt. How do Northern people 
like the prospect? In ninety-nine one- 
hundredths of these cases they are purely 
Rebel claims. As the Commercial says: 

After a national success of the Democratic party 
will come the deluge. How many of these typical 
claims are paid? None of them are paid or ordered 
to be pald. Pay-day is necessarily postponed until 
after there isa Democratic President to sign the 
bills. Give us Torx and Reform with a view to 
wise ‘finance and economy, and we shall see all the 
Southern States following the example of Missouri, 
and the complete edifice of Southers claims, of 
which a few specimen bricks have been handed in, 
would be loftier than the Tower of Babel!

THE GOVERNMENT EXPENDITURES. 

Live within your income, is the advice 
which Mr. Tom says he gave the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in 1865. He now inti- 
mates, and the Democratic party charges, that 
this advice has not been followed, but that 
the Republican party has managed the affairs 
of the nation so improvidently that it has 
taken from the people, in Federal tax gs, 
13 times the whole amount of legal-tender 
notes, and squandered four times the sum 
in useless expenditures.” ‘“‘Reform” hav- 
ing been adopted by the Democrats as the 
catchword of the campaign, they have spread 
this s tatement abroad through their party 
platform, in all their campaign documents, 
in their party newspapers, on the stump, in 
private discussion, and every other device of 
the canvass. Yet it is a mere partisan gen- 
eralization without any basis in fact. There 
has never been so little money squandered at 
any period in the history of the Govern- 
ment (notwithstanding the large amount of 
money necessarily expended to defray the 
cost of the War precipitated by the Demo- 
cratic party) as under the administration of 
the Republican party. The Government 
has strictly lived within its income all the 
time, and, more than that, has accumulated 
a surplus every year to apply on the reduc- 
tion of the War debt. 

The official statement of Assistant-Secre- 
tary Conant made up from the records of the 
Treasury is a complete answer to the Demo- 
cratic falsehoods. It shows that the entire 
amount of taxes exacted from the people in 
the eleven years of peace is nearly one thou- 
sand millions less than that stated in the 
Democratic platform. The amount of money 
which the Democrats charge has been 


| “squandered in useless expense” is some 


three hundred millions more. than was ex- 
pended for all the — — of 
the Government; on this the Govern- 
ment should not have paid out a dollar for 
current expenses, but should in some mys- 
terious way have run the Government for 
nothing and saved $300,000,000 without 
raising any taxation. The facts are that 
the Government has paid off $656,992,246 
of the public debt, and reduced taxation 
$309,350,171 while it has been paying the 
debt. The receipts of the Government 
from all sources are but little more than one- 
half what they were at the close of the War, 
and the actual expenditures for all purposes 
are less than one-half what they were at 
that time. In 1866 the net revenue of the 
Government was $558,032,620; and in 1876, 
$287,482,039; in 1866 the net current ex- 
penditures were $520,809,416, and in 1876, 
$258,459,797. Despite this enormous re- 
duction, there has not been a single year 
when the Government did not have a sur- 
plus, with which it reduced the Democratic 
War debt from $2,344,882 in one year to 
$133,091,335 in another year, making an 
aggregate reduction of $656,992,246. This 
does not look much as though we had been 
living beyond our income under Republican 


on. 

Perhaps the best test of an individual's 
living within his income is his credit, and the 
same rule may be applied to Governments. 
This institutes a comparison between the 
Democratic and Republican administrations 
which the Democrats might better have 
avoided. We have shown how the Repub- 


' licans have managed to make the Govern- 


ment live within its income, and the result is 
that our Government was able to negotiate a 
block of 5 percent bonds a year ago ata 
premium, receiving 105.05 in gold for every 
$100 bond, which is equivalent to paying 
about 44 per cent interest. During the four 
years of Democratic administration imme- 
diately preceding the War, the expenditures 
exceeded the income by $57,989,523, and it 
became necessary to issue bonds and Treas. 
ury notes to meet the deficiency; but the 
credit of the Government has run so low that 
in 1860 a Government loan of $10,000,000 was 
placed at a discount running as high as 12 per 
cent. In other words, the Democrats man- 
aged the Government during an era of pro- 
found peace and prosperity in such a way 
that it was forced to pay three times as 

interest in order to borrow money as it pays 
now. Perhaps the principal reason for this 
have been reduced one-half during the 11 


years succeeding the War, the Democrats 


really doubled them during the 11 years 
the War.

Buonanan, the Democrats stole nearly $4 in 
every $1,000 that passed through their 
hands, while, under Laycoun, the Republican 
defalcations amounted to only three-fourths 
of a dollar in every 681, 000. Probably the 
Democrats will demand no more comparative 
statements of the honesty of the two parties. 

It need only be added that the present debt 
of two thousand million dollars, more than 
one-quarter of which has been paid off by 
the Republicans, the 81,335,344, 84 of in- 
terest, the 8296, 229, 805 of pensions, and the 
$605,258,407 of War claims, which have 
been paid under the Republican administra- 
tion of the last 11 years, were necessitated 
by the War of the Rebellion, for which the 
Democratic party was directly responsible. 
Now the Democratic party desires to repos- 
sess itself of the Government chiefly for the 
purpose of adding to the burdensof the 
people more millions, amounting perhaps to 
as much again as the entire national debt, to 
pay the losses incurred by those who fought 
the Government for four years. The success 
of the Democratic party will mean an aban- 
donment of the uniform policy of retrench- 
ment which has characterized Republican 
administration of the Government, and an 
increase of the debt and expenditures, in- 
stead of a decrease of both, which together 
have been reduced nearly one thousand mill- 
ions during the last 11 years. 
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In compliance with the Council’s resola- 
tion, the Mayor advertises for bids to light 
the street-lamps of the West Division with 
oil.

In deciding upon the bids in this 
case, the process that commends itself as 
best adapted to street use should be tried, so 
that the city may have the benefit of thor- 
oughly tes ing the merits of oil as compared 
with gas for public use. It may be that the 
result will prove it the more desi of the 
two means of lighting the streets, taking 
into account the difference in cost. Mean- 
while any resentment that may be felt by 
the people of the West Division will natu- 
rally be directed against the Gas Company, 
which has made the change necessary by re- 
fusing to supply gas at as low a rate as the 
Company which controls the territory in the 
North and South Divisions. 

The New York politicians are still very 
much exercised over the prospective return of 
Twrep.

We received, on the whole, from all the great 
Powers, a cordial attempt to co-operate with us 
in every way; but from no Power did we receive 
that assistance so cordially and completely as 
from Russia. I think that in the spring of the 
present year the negotiations might have result- 
ed in peace on principles which would have been

The action of the Directors of the Boardof Trade 
in regard to cleaned and doctored grain is far 
from being received witn unmixed satisfaction. 
Several receivers who have been in the habit of 
selling grain by sample from track, believing that 
they could obtain more for it than if placed in store, 
complain that it will seriously injure 
their business. The grain cleaners have 
been active buyers of sample _ grain, 
taking that which was just below the line of a given 
grade, and cleaning it up till it would pass inspec- 
tion into the higher grade. They say that the oc- 
cupation of the grain-cleaners will be gone if the 
product of those gentlemen's skill and toil be not 
allowed to run in with regular grain, as the putting 
it by itself will be equivalent to branding it as 
inferior,“ in which case buyers cannot be ex- 
pected to touch it. They say that to put such 
grain in special bins will spoll the market for 
it, and thus spoil the market for 
sample lots; that this in turn will spoil the grain 
trade of Chicago py drawing away from the city all 
grain about the quality of which there is a doubt, 
and enable the warehousemen again to dictate as 
they ased to do when they were able to command 
that all grain be placed in store. 

They furthermore say that this discrimination 
would not be so bad if the inspectors were men who 
unde their business.

THE MARESTS. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, the aggregate of sales being 
rather lees than usual, and the general tendency 
was to firmness, corn and provisions being 
stronger.

GRAND THROUGH LINE. 

The officers of the Erie, Baltimore & Ohio, 
aul Union Pacific Raflroads are on their way to 
this city for the purpose of making arrange- 
ments toestablish athrough line from New 
York to San Francieco. This has been a long- 
contemplated scheme of Jay Gould’s, and he 
seems to have at last obtained sufficient interest 
in the Northwestern and other roads necessary 
to complete the line and carry the scheme to a 
successful issue. The roads to constitute this 
line are the Erie, from New York to Salamanca; 
the Atlantic & Great Western, from Salamanca 
to Mansfield; the Baltimore & Ohio, from 
Manstield to Chicago; the — & 
Northwestern, from Chicago to maha; 
the Union Pacific from Omaha to Ogden ; 
and the Central Pacifie from 
Ogden to San Francisco. There is also to be a 
through line via St. Louis as follows: The Erie 
and Atlantic & Great Western Railroads to Cin- 
cinnati; the Ohio & Mississippi to St. Louis; the 
St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern and St. Joe 
& Council Bluffs to Omaha, and thence via the 
Union and Central Pacific Railroads to San 
Francisco. This arrangement explains the anx- 
iety of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to join 
the Northwestern Railroad in the building of a 
new depot and making direct connection with 
that line. Mr. Jay Gould himself is with the 
party now oy their way bere, and it is stated 
that there are no further obstacies in the way of 
making this, his favorite scheme, a fixed fact. 


ILLINOIS RIVER ROAD.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 20.—A ease of some 
interest was submitted in the United States 
Court to-day. In 1865 Morgan County sub- 
scribed $60,000 in bonds to aid in the construc- 
tion of the Illinois River Railroad, and, by 
agreement, the bonds were placed in the hands 
of a depositary until a certain amount of work 
was done in that county.

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ASTRONOMICAL SOCIETY. 
MR. COLBERT’S REPORT. 

A meeting of the Directors of the Uhicago 
Astronomical Society, adjourned from Sept. 6, 
was held yesterday afternoon in Room No. 1, 
Tuisone Building. The object of the gather- 
ing was to provide for the care of the Dearborn , 
Observatory. The were present President J. Y. 
Scammon, and Directors W. H. Wells, the Rev. 
Dr. J. C. Burroughs, Murry Nelson, C. N. Hol- 
den, and E. Colbert. 

Mr. Colbert moved the appointment of Mr. 
8. W. Burnham as Acting Director of the Ob- 
servatory, and, being asked for an aecount of 
his stewardship, submitted the following: 


About three years ago I was asked by Prof. Saf- 
ford if I would andertake to raise funds for the 
support of the Observatory, which had been crip- 
pled by the Great Fire. I replied that in my judg: 

nt an endowment fund could only be raised 
frst rebuilding the dilapidated dome of the 
Observatory, and making the institution an induce- 
ment to the public to subscribe to a permancnt 
fund. A meeting of the then Astromonical Society 
was held in April, 1874, at which I was formally 
authorized to raise such a fund, and to use it in 
rebuilding, etc.; Prof. Safford being granted leave 
or absence for two years I hoped that by the ex- 
piration of that time my efforts would be capwned 
with success; and certainly expected that Prof. 
Safford would again take charge of the Observa- 
tory as soon as he was able to do so. N 

The two years expired last April. 

Il at once began to ask genticmen of my ac- 
quaintance to become life members of the Society 
by subscribing $100 each. In this | was efficiently 
aided by others, especially by Robert Warren, 
Esq. ; and two or three who were already members 
made further donations. In taking up this sub- 
scription, I made the following pledges: 

1. That with the money so raised the Observatory 
should be put in perfect working order, and that i 
would supervise the reconstruction till completed. 

2. That the members of the Society should have 
the right to visit the Observatory on — and 
Thursday evenings; and that | would * ly at- 
tend to their service till the Society should arrange 
for it to be otherwise performed. 

3. That parties paying money towards the re- 
construction were purchasing a right (to visit the 
Observatory), which they could not otherwise ob- 


tain. 

All these pledges have been honored,—so far. I 
have advised the outlay of the money, of 
which strict account has been rendered, 
and believe that very little was unnecessarily or un- 
wisely 222 have given a great deal of my 
spare time te the work (of course, gratuitously), 
and, in addition to putting the telescopes in good 
order, have been instrumental in securing an in- 
come of abeut 3500 per year te the Society for time 
service. The lastone in the series of improve- 
ments which I considered 3 necessary to 
the Observatory was made on the of July in the 
present year With that the first pledge was re- 
deemed ; though 1 would recommend several other 
improvements if the treasury of the Society con- 
tained money enough to warrant it. 

A“ the annual meeting held in July, 1875, I re- 
signed the position of honorary Assistant Director 
of the Observatory, which position I had held for 
several years, and since then have labored only as 
Secretary of the Society. 1 did this chiefly be- 
cause I was anxious that no one should suppose 
me to be working for my own benefit, pecuniary or 
otherwise. I hoped, and ex that Prof. 
Safford would return to the Observatory and re- 
sume the direction of ite affairs, not later than the 
Ist of November next, and wished him to do so 
without being hampered by any arrangements of 
mine for the use of the telescope by others. 

Prof. Safford has very recently accepted the 
chair of Astronomy and Physica in Williams Col- 
lege, Mass., for the year now opening; and I re- 
spectfully submit that the Observatory ought not 
to remain without a Director for another year. I. 
therefore, asked the appointment of Mr. Burnham, 
and take pleasure in expressing my high esteem for 
him as au acute observer, and my belief that he 
will make valuable discoveries with the great tele- 
scope if piaced in charge.

Repdsived, That Mr. 8. W. Burnham be appoint- 
ed Acting Director of the Dearborn Observatory, 
under the supervision and direction of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Astronomical Socicty.

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APPLE-DUMPLINGS 
WITH A SEASONING OF ARSENIC. 

The inquést in the case of Thomas Coffee, 
who died at Bloom about four weeks ago, was 
finished yesterday, Coroner Dietzsch conduct- 
ing it. The chemist, to whom the stomach and 
other articles had been given for analysis, sub- 


mitted the following report: 

The contents of the stomach of Thomas Coffee, 
of Bloom, deceased, which was deliveagd to me on 
the 30th day of August last, I have, agreeabie to 
— directions, submitted to a chemical analysis. 

he contents weighed 16% ounces, and had an 
acid reaction. The mucous membrane of the 
stomach was slightly inflamed. The general course 
of analysis (which, considering the great territory 
to be covered, was of necessity very complicated) 
revealed the presence of arsenic, but, 
independent of this, the presence of this substance 
was also proven in a fresh portion of the original 
contents of the stomach. f this, the accompany- 
ing arsenical deposits, mirror and spots, were de- 
rived, These deposits were obtained by a com- 
bination of the Marsh's and dialytic process, and 
in the same experiment arsenate of silver was also 
produced and identified. By a quantitative estima- 
tion made in another portion of the original con- 
tents, I calculate that over two grains of arsenic in 
solution was present in the whole mass of con- 
tents.

Prof. Swing on the Subject of 
Revivals. 


What They Are, and What Brings 
Them About. 


Acceptance of the Rev. Dr. Duffield’s 
2 Resignation. 


THE COMING REVIVAL. 
PROF. SWING’S SENTIMENTS. 

The rain last evening deterred many from 
Attending the prayer-meeting of the Central 
Church, held in the Methodist Church Block, 
corner of Clark and Washington streets. There 
were, however, about 30 present. The subject 
of Prof, Swing’s lecture was “Revivals.” He 
read the eighty-fifth Psalm, and said: 

This psalm betrays a fact. The writer of it 
went from one kind of feeling to another; 
sometimes in the depths of despair, wondering 
whether there be a God, and weighed down by 
his own misfortunes; and then again he rises to 
the heights of happiness and perceives God. 

Tue word revival“ needs no explanation. 
No doubt we will assist ourselves greatly in all 
religious matters if we shall suppose words to 
nfean the same thing in religion that they do 
out of it. But nothing is more common than 
for us, when speaking religiously, to suppose a 
word has some magical import. We attach 
some peculiar meaning to it, and thus often 
lose its force. Now. the word revival“ means 
in religion just what it means everywhere else 
—a return of lifé—a coming back to life. A re- 
vival ef trade, a revival of literature, a revival 
of learning, a revival of industry, a revival of 


4 religion, are all expressions of the same kind. 


Ana thus, no doubt, you often lose some of the 


significance of religious doctrines by supposing 
that they have some peculiar sense. 

The world underwent a great 

REVIVAL OF INDUSTRY 

about a century ago. Formerly work was dis- 

ful. Only slavesworked. But there came 
a change in the affairs of men; we need not 
stop to explain it; and there came a revival of 
— Me that even Kings and Queens, and 
people in high life, loved to work to some ex- 
tent. And you know, also, there have been 
great revivals of literature. There have been 
centuries of darkness when it was thought dis- 
graceful to know how to read and write. This 
is scarcely stating it too strong. About 
three centuries ago it was thought that 
only persons who had to follow laborious 
pursuits need learn those different branches. 

‘The people of wealth are people of leisure, 
and ought not to be expected to read or write 
correctly,’ because it was too servile a task. 
But along came a revival of literature, and 
everybody wanted to be learned. . 

And thus the people of the world, when in a 
certain feeling, come and go. Generally you 
can tell why they come, and why they go. 
Great passions or feelings come and stay 10 or 
20 years and then disappear. Doubt less you all 

eve that in our age there is a great 
REVIVAL OF MONEY-WORSHIP, 

money-loving. There is nodoubt of this. It 
— * certain paths; it comes by the new 
popularity and the new respectability of labor, 
— the fact that thousands of new paths of in- 
— — been opened up,—o up to 
everybody so that riches are ible to all. In 
a world where these great fee come and go, 
and where even these feelings come and go in 
your own heart, you ought to be able to tell at 
once what is meant by a revival of religion. It 
is simply the effort of the human soul to 
become full again of religious lite. 
That is what it means; and the 

uestion whether God shall fill the soul with 
this religious life, or whether you yourself shall 
bring about this revival, is a separate question. 
It is very important that you know first that a 
revival means nothing else than making re- 
ligious things assume a new worth in your 
mind. We must all come back to a new esti- 
mate ef these things. And, just as we all come 
under a new estimate of the value of labor, just 
as we all come under a new estimate of the 
value of Republican principles, just as we learn 
to live properly, it is our ish — and 
privilege to restudy the great tru of 
religion—that we may relove them, or, if we 
never have loved them, that we may for the 
first time love them, and -get them fully im- 
pressed upon the mind and heart. This is the 
meaning of a revival of religion. And o 
what feelings do come and go in the spirits o 
us all, and from unseen causes. There is in 
this room a certain geutlemau who dearly loves 
to read—who thinks it a precious thing. Along 
comes something else and crowds it out. 
Many were once infatuated with music, per- 
haps. Then came years of neglect. The same 
thing occurs in religion. First, 
HOW TO BRING ABOUT THIS REVIVAL OF RE- 

LIGION. 

We will speak of the law of Nature, because 
Nature is nothing else than God’slaw. A 
many Christians are afraid of natural law. The 
say, He explains all these things by natu 
law,“ and t&ink it is a great insult to the Holy 
Spirit. What is natural law! Nothing else 
than the manner of God—the manner of the 
divine spirit. Hence, one of the very best ways 
to get at the source of a revival is just to study 
God’s law. For no one hath seen God at no 
time, but God’s law you can see, 

All these revivals depend simply upon the 
human side of the question—upon attention. 
One of the greatest laws of God is that we must 
give attention to that very thing within which 
we expect any revival of — or of feelings. 
Attention is one of the largest words in 
human life. What a dreadful thing it is to talk 
to a person who gives you no attention,—who 
at the end of 10 or 15 minutes’ conversation, will’ 
perhaps start up and ask what it was you said; 
who, at the close of a story, willawaken, and want 
to know what the story is all about; and who 
will travel across this continent without seeing 
anything. The mental philosopher says mem- 
ory depends * upon attention. Some 
have weak and some have strong memories, but 
the weakness generally comes from the fact that 
the person does not mark a thing very carefully 
does not bestow any feeling upon it. A child 
wil] remember all life long some great thing he 
saw in the street, because the spectacle thrilled 
him—so impressed itself. Attention is the sun- 
light, and the rain, and the soil of success. 
When we come to religious things, why cast out 
this great principle of attention! 

HOW ARE YOU TO BE REVIVED IN RELIGION?! 
Give your mind to it. Give your 
heart to it. Give your souls spiritual 
food. It will not come otherwise. Spiritual 
effort is needed. Think of this, my friends, as 
the outline of a method. The more you think 
of it the more you will conclude that this is 
the way to awaken to anew religious life. If 
any of you wish to awake a new interest in 
books, you go to books. God's word is written 
all over the face of nature. Study these things. 
Sing over and over again the beautiful hymns. 
There is no timit about God and the great 
eternity. 

But you say, Where is God’s power? God’s 

wer is in the laws. God is in all these laws. 

Every new feeling comes to you from God. 
More than this, God’s spirit comes to man in an 
unexplained, inexplicable manner. But this 
Holy Spirit will come to us only when we a7 to 
come to it. God loves those who love Him, 
and those who seek Him truly, shall find Him. 

The cenius of this life is simply that God is 
nowhere working alone. He is working alone 
with His children. It is partnership work. We 
take a 1 toward the Great Heavenly Father, 
and He takes a step towards us. We take an- 
other step and He another, and we meet and 
are gathered up in His great everlasting arms. 
We dare follow no other law than this. 

WE MAY EXPECT sou GOOD FROM THE MOODY- 

SANKEY MEETINGS, 
because they will turn our attention to this 
great neglected thing, religion. They ought to 
awaken us. They need not awaken us precisely 
to the life or the experience of Brother Moody, 
or Brother Sankey, or brother this, or brother 
that, but that great outside sound oucht to be 
to us a kind of music to awaken us, not to their 
life, but to our life. While personally I do not 
believe one-half of the doctrines Brother Moody 
teaches, I expect, when I go to those meetings, 
to be wakened up to the general atmosphere of 
—— place by the religious surroundings of the 
place. 

Every human being who casts himself right 
into these natural laws, flings himself into the 
bosom of God. Do not imagine by so doing 
you are going away from the Holy Spirit. For 
what is law but God! Every one who follows 
an hsnorable pursuit is following God. Every 
student who bends over a noble book is casting 
himself right along toward the Great Creator. 
Hence, every soul, saint or sinner, that comes 
forward to this altar, and kneels in ‘prayer, 
comes by his own im —by his own power. 
The Holy Spirit is all around him; and two 
join whoever separates them frustrates the 
genius of lize.
